A Pomona man was shot in the 
back Monday night as he fled three 
youths who tried to rob him in front 
of his own home, sheriff's deputies 
reported 
The victim, Donald C. Mitchell. 46, 
was struck by a bullet which punc­ 
tured one lung. He was taken to 
Pomona Valley Community Hospi­ 
tal where his condition this morning 
was termed “ serious.” He was in the 
hospital’s intensive care unit. 
Mitchell was in front of his home 


at 1834 E l wood St., in a county area 
outside the city limits, working on 
his car when the three youths ap­ 
proached wearing hoods Two of the 
three had pistols in their hands. They 
told Mitchell they intended to rob 
him. and asked who was inside the 
house. Mitchell’s wife, Regina, 29, 
opened the door at that time, but 
slammed it when she saw the three 
hooded youths. At that point, one of 
the three shouted for Mrs. Mitchell 
to “ open up, or we’ll shoot him ” 


Then Mitchell tried to flee, head­ 
ing for the open garage door But one 
of the trio levelled the pistol at him 
and shot him in the back before all 
three fled. Mrs. Mitchell called an 
ambulance for her wounded hus- 
band 
The three youths fled without 
obtaining any money Mrs Mitchell 
escaped injury in the incident. 
The only description available to 
investigators was that the three 
were black teenagers

Gasoline in Brazil now costs about $1.60 per gallon 
Engineers refuse to predict how much alcohol fuel would 
cost if produced on a scale sufficient to fill even part of 
the country’s needs But the air force and other advocates 
say large-scale production from the abundant local sugar 
cane would eventually bring the cost way down 


Construction of 62 alcohol distilleries has been 
proposed Opponents argue that the cost of the program 
would outweigh any increases in the price of crude oil lm 
posed by the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries But advocates of the program see it as an op­ 
portunity for patriotic industrial pioneering as well as a

INTERNATIONAL FALLS, Minn 
(A P) — For 22 
years, Lydia Torry, an 84-year-old widow, has been the 
only resident of a small island along the Canadian border 
She says she wouldn’t have it any other way. 


“ I get used to being alone, 
she said. 
It is part ot my 
life here There aren’t many hardships 1 like the water, 
trees and most anything 1 even like the stumps . . . 
“ One winter, 1 saw not a soul for three months, no mail, 
even my radio died.” 
Mrs Torry came to America from Finland 65 years 
ago. She and her husband, Em il, moved to the island in 
Namakan Lake, some 25 miles east of International Falls, 
in 1924 Torry, a commercial fisherman, drowned in 1954. 
“ The first year Em il left, it was real hard,” said Mrs. 
Torry, who pads around her island in a pair of sneakers 
“ But I got used to it.” 
During the winter, she chips ice from the lake and hauls 
it to her house on a sled to melt into water Her neighbors 
check in now and then, she said, and bring her groceries 
periodically by boat or — when the lake is frozen - by 


snowmobile. Sometimes they fly over her island to check 
for smoke coming out of her chimney. 
“ If I didn’t have good people, I don t know what I ’d do.” 
she said 
At the urging of a minister, Mrs Torry had a telephone 
put in several years ago. 
“ A lot of tourists come here to call, she said, “ but last 
time I was sick, I was glad to have the telephone.” 
Her home, built by neighbors 12 years ago, is on a rocky 
point of the wilderness island The small cabin she and 
her husband lived in still stands a short distance away, on 
the other side of a potato patch. 
The only unhappy times she recalls were the few occa­ 
sions she’s been hospitalized The last time she was away, 
someone camped in her house, stole some of her things, 
burned up all her wood and left whisky bottles and beer 
cans scattered around the island 
Mrs. Torry spends her days crocheting and reading, 
with two pet dogs for company. She used to ski in the 
winter and row in the summer, but she said she hasn t for 
the past few years.

He said his memory had been refreshed when a visitor 
recognized him. 
Goldberg, a cook and restaurant owner, said in a 


telephone interview that just before he lost his memory 
“I got to feeling kind of sleepy . I stopped along the 
highway and went to sleep ” 
He said that’s the last thing he remembers, except for 
vague recollections of stops in Ogden, Utah; Athens, Ga., 
and Springfield. Mo. He said he also remembered going to 
work for Jack Crockett, operator of the Elks Club in 
Independence. Kan., and at some point adopting the name 
Harold Gordon 
When Crockett moved to Forsy th to take over a 
lakeside lodge and cafe, he took Goldberg along as his 
cook. 
“We kind of more or less adopted the old boy , Crockett 
said He added that his three children “kind of thought the 
world oi him.”

Goldberg once sat at a table with Susan Ford when the 
President’s daughter visited the lodge.

Party Leader Rene Levesque, who 
will become premier of the province, 
has promised a referendum on seces­ 
sion within two y ears 
Antiseparatist parties got 59 per 
cerft of the vote Monday , and opinion 
polls before the election- indicated 
thaï only about 20 per cent of the 
voters were diehard separatists. 
tJu’ring the campaign, Levesque 
himself soft-pedaled his party ’s 
iraâUional goal of independence 
Instead, he attacked Premier Robert 
Bourassa and his Liberal party 
adpïimistration for the province’s 
10.!*'per cent unemploy ment rate, 
and-he predicted a billion-dollar 
deficit and the highest taxes in 
Canada 
When counting stopped Monday 
night, the P arti Québécois, or 
Pequistes. had won 66 of the llO seats 
in tfi^ assembly and was leading for 
three others. The Liberals had 27 
seats and were leading for one other 
In the last assembly , there were 102 
Liberals and six Pequistes 
The election saw a resurgence of 
the Union Nationale party , which 
won« 11 seats. It was the province’s 
ruling party for M of the 26 y ears 
between 1944 and 1970, but lost all its 
seats in 1973. 
The C reditiste and Popular 
National parties won one seat each ; 
in the last assembly , the Creditistes 
had two. 
’ The Parti Québécois won about 41 
per cent of the popular vote, the 
Uberals got 34 per cent, Union 
Nationale took 18 per cent; and 
mftipr parties got the rest. 
Bourassa lost his own seat to 
Gç’thld Godin of the Parti Qué­ 
bécois, and P e in te s ousted 10 other 
mèVfibers of ^ ur a s s a ’s cabinet.

Carter, Kissinger to confer; 
meeting with Ford next week 


PLAINS. Ga (AP) — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter will meet with 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer here Saturday for a brtefu^ 
on foreign policy matters and will 
confer with Presiden t Ford in 
Washington next week, it was an­ 
nounced today 
Carter’s sUff said Kissinger will 
be accom pan ied by Law ren ce 
Eagleburger, the undersecretary for 
management at the State Depart­ 
ment who is handbng the department 
liaison with Carter during the transi­ 
tion from the Ford administration 
Vice President-elect Walter Mon- 
dale, who will be in Plains on Friday 
for a meeting between Carter and 
QA Director George Bush, also will 
attend the briefing with Kissinger. 
The meeting is the first between 
Carter and the secretary of state, 
whom Charter and Mondale frequent­ 
ly critkiized during the presidential 


campaign. The session, scheduled 
for 10:30 a.m. EST, marks the 
highest-level conference Carter has 
undertaken in the transition period 
Carter told a news conference 
Monday that a meeting with Kis­ 
singer and other Cabinet members 
was under consideration fw when 
the President-elect makes his first 
post-election viât to Washington on 
Nov. 22. 
He said be also planned to meet 
with Ford by the end of the month, 
but that a meeting with Kissinger 
would precede the Carter-Ford ses­ 
sion. 
The Carter-Kissinger meeting was 
announced both by the CartCT staff 
and by White House Press Secretary 
Rpn Nessen, who also said the Pres­ 
ident and Carter will meet next 
week. 
Carter and Mondale win be accom­ 
panied at the Kissinger briefing by 


David Aaron, who is their represen­ 
tative on transition matters dealing 
with the National Security Council 
and intelligence activities. 
Carter is beginning what be say s is 
a “ careful and thorough and 
deliberate” process to name the top 
officials who will help him run the 
government. 
Carter met on Saturday for several 
hours with Dean Rusk, secretary of 
state under John F. Kennedy and 
Ly ndon B. Johnson a n d now a law 
professor at the University of 
Georgia.

It’s been two weeks since Jimmy 
Carter said that continued poor 
economic indicators would make a 
tax cut a strong possibility once he 
takes office Jan 20 The indicators 
have been poor ever since 
First, unemploy ment moved up a 
tenth of 1 per cent to 7.9 per cent for 
October Retail sales were only a 
whisker above where they were four 
months ago. And then the industrial 
output report Monday . 
Earlier in the day . Carter had 
raised for the first time the pos­ 
sibility of tax rebates to stimulate 
the ecomany He mentioned the op­ 
tion in expressing his willingness to 
work with Federal Reserve (3ialr- 
man Arthur F. Burns. 
The Federal Reserve has the 
power to determine independently 
whether to control economic growth 
by restricting the money supply 
Bums has repeatedly asserted that 
restraint is needed in expanding the 
money supply to avoid pushing infla­ 
tion above its present 5.5 per cent 


rate He has more than a y ear left as 
chairman and has said he intends to 
finish that term. 
Carter said that if there were dif­ 
ferences between Burns and him. 
Carter would have to decide “about 
increasing the money supply through 
tax rebates and spending” 
Carter’s top economic adviser has 
been say ing since June that the 
economy needs 110 billion to 115 
billion in extra government stimulus 
Carter’s remarks were his first 
menUon of tax rebates, which are 
ladled out in a single dose and usual­ 
ly provide a quicker, more con­ 
centrated stimulus than a tax cut 
that is spread out over several 
months’ pay checks.

Dr. John S. Schroeder, in 
a report to an American 
Heart Association scien­ 
tific meeting, said 211 
patients admitted to Stan­ 
ford’s medical center coro­ 
nary care unit were 
evaluated to determine the 
eight “ significant in­ 
dicators.” 
Of that number, 150 were 
determined not to have had 
heart attacks when admit­ 
ted, but 30 had attacks four 
to 74 hours later. 
The researchers said the 
indicators doctors should 
check are: change in elec­ 
trocardiogram waves; 
cholesterol blood level; 
blood levels of t r i­ 
glycerides, other fats; 
blood pressure, heart at­ 
tack history; presence of 
typical cardiac pain; 
nausea with pain and con­ 
tinued pain after admis­ 
sion. 
If doctors determine that 
a patient is at risk of a 
heart attack Schroeder 
said, they can take 
“ aggressive preventive 
measures” such as using 
powerful drugs to stave off 
the attack or least* reduce 
tissue damage. 
The indicators also give 
doctors a way to determine 
what level of care a patient 
should get, the researchers 
said. A patient with chest 
pain may need only 
minimal care, perhaps at 


less expense, if it is de­ 
termined he probably 
won’t have a heart attack. 
The researchers used 
statistical analysis to es­ 
timate three types of risk 
groups using 132 patients. 
Of 60 patients put in the 
lowest risk group, none 
later had a heart attack. Of 


another 60 placed in the 
medium risk group, 18 had 
attacks within four to 78 
hours after being ad­ 
mitted. 
Twelve patients were put 
in a high-risk group and all 
later had heart attacks in 
the 
hospital, 
the 
researchers said. “ This 


high 
risk 
subgroup 
provides the basis for 
aggressive infarct (tissue 
damage) reduction or 
prevention studies,” they 
said.

Juvenile justice reform sounds like 
a good idea — until it is discovered 
somebody has to pay for it. 
San Bernardino County supervis­ 
ors clearly were unhappy Monday 
when they were told the costs of 
implementing the state’s new juve­ 
nile justice reform bill (AB 3121) in 
the county would run about $200,000 a 
vear. 
‘Tm flabbergasted at the propo­ 
sed costs,’’ said Supervisor James 
Mayfield of Apple Valley. 
Mayfield suggested either cutting 
back other programs in the county’s 
Law and Justice Agency or taking 


legal action against the state “ to pay 
for this.” 
Dennis Hansberger, board chair­ 
man, agreed with the idea of suing 
the state, based on recent tax 
reform laws. 
“ How can we go to the taxpayers 
and ask them to pay for this without 
asking the state first? Mayfield not­ 
ed. 
The supervisors agreed to post­ 
pone approval of requested person­ 
nel additions until Nov. 22. They did 
authorize the filing of a grant 
application with state Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning, through 
a regional three-county agency 
Officials said about $203,000 is 


available for three counties (San 
Bernardino. Riverside and Imper­ 
ial) and San Bernardino County 
would be fortunate to receive 
$100,000 of it. 


The juvenile justice reform bill 
places a greater burden cm the proba­ 
tion department and district attor­ 
ney in handling juvenile cases. 


Bernard Boress, the Law and Jus­ 
tice Agency administrator, told the 
supervisors that five additional 
probation officers and one probation 
clerk would be necesary, at a cost of 
$113,000 a year (His earlier esti­ 
mate called for eight probation offi­ 
cers and two clerks.) 


Two new deputy district attor­ 
neys, a clerk and additional office 
space also were requested by Bor­ 
ess, at a cost of about $66,000 an­ 
nually. 
Boress also asked for one addi­ 
tional clerk in the county clerk’s of­ 
fice, which would cost $14,000 per 
year. 
Other departments such as Super­ 
ior Court, public defender. Juvenile 
Court, and Sheriff all will experi­ 
ence increased paperwork and other 
problems, but additional staffing or 
funding were not requested for them, 
Boress said 
Purpose of the new law, which 
takes effect Jan 1, is “ to protect the 


public from criminal conduct by 
minors and to impose on the minor a 
sense of responsibility for his own 
acts.’’ 
A key section separates criminal 
offenders and runaways or incorri- 
gibles. Juvenile hall facilities will be 
used only for the offenders, not for 
runaways. 
When court action is necessary, 
juveniles arrested for criminal 
offenses will be handled by the dist­ 
rict attorney's office, and runaways 
by probation officers 
Serious juvenile offenders will be 
held at Juvenile Hall if it is a matter 
of “ reasonable necessity.” If an 
offender is released to his parents, a 


new “ home supervision’ program 
will be conducted by probation offi- 
cers. 
Under existing law, if a minor is 
not detained, he is released from 
custody. There is no “ supervision” 
required. 
Kenneth Ziebarth, presiding Judge 
of Juvenile Court, stressed the 
importance of the supervision prog­ 
ram. “ Now we have two choices — 
either detain a youngster or release 
him. The thrust of this legislation is 
putting kids under ‘house arrest*. 
Probation officers can check to see 
they will not associate with fellow 
gang members or the like, before 
coming up for a hearing.”

Upland city employes are voting 
today on whether to strike in the 
wake of the Upland City Council s 
rejection of their wage demands 
Monday. 
While police and fire department 
and management personnel agreed 
to the five per cent wage increases 
offered by the city, the mis­ 
cellaneous em ployes unit, 
representing about 80 workers, 
rejected the offer 
In spite of five negotiating sessions 
in the past month between employes 
represented by the Service 
Employes International Union, 
Local 660, AFL-CIO, and city ad­ 
ministration, an impasse remains 
The employes started their 
negotiations with requests for a flat 
pay increase for all workers involved 
but the latest offer is for a 6.8 across- 
the-board increase effective July 1. 
1976 plus a cost of living increase in 
January. 
The council members went into an 
executive session late Monday night. 
Upon returning to the council 
chambers. Mayor George Gibson an­ 
nounced that, in view of the city s 
financial condition, the council 


authorized a five per cent pay raise. 
“ We can’t protect the employes 
from inflation any more than we can 
protect the city,” Gibson said 
Gibson's announcement was met 
with a speedy exodus by some 40 
employes, led by John Adams, union 
representative 
Earlier in the evening, Adams 
lashed out at the city administration 
for what he termed unfair com­ 
parisons of job classifications 
between similar positions in Upland 
and surrounding cities. 
Adams called the classification 
study “ the worse I've ever had the 
misfortune to review in all my years 
in the field 
“ We will not return to the bargain 
table to have our employes in­ 
sulted,” Adams said “ We want the 
city to involve a mediator. Passing a 
resolution will not solve the problem 
and the employes will not discuss the 
issues until a fair solution is of­ 
fered ” 
Gibson responded “ I take it that 
Mr. Adams feels we should not pass 
this resolution ’’ 
The mayor then announced the ex­ 
ecutive session at the conclusion of 
the council meeting.

City employes agreed last spring 
to postpone salary negotiations until 
the fall when the city would have a 
clearer picture of its financial posi­ 
tion 
The three units involved—safety 
personnel, management and mis­ 
cellaneous em ployes —each 
bargained separately with the city 
for salary and other benefits All 
salaries are retroactive until July 1. 
1976 
Upland Police Officers’ Associa­ 
tion and the Firefighters Unit, along 
with the management personnel, 
agreed to five per cent increase 
earlier this month. 
At the first negotiating session on 
Oct. 12, representatives of the mis­ 
cellaneous employes' group asked 
for an across-the-board salary in­ 
crease of $90 per month, to take ef­ 
fect for six months starting Jan. 1. 
Upland’s administrators rejected 
this offer, saying it would distort the 
salary classification structure and 
provide disproportionately higher in­ 
creases for those at the lower end of 
the salary scale. 
After several bargaining sessions, 
the across-the-board proposal was 
dropped for the 6.8 per cent increase 
plus the cost of living adjustment.

The board added the extra provision to an amended 
agreement drafted by Ontario City Attorney Sam Crowe 
as a precautionary measure against a

The board also pointed out that it had no 
objections to the City Council adding language calling for 
assets of Expo 81 Corp to go to the City of Ontario upon 
dissolution of the non-profit corporation after revenue 
bonds and closing costs have been satisfied 
The council will consider the amended agreement for a 
120-day extension for final action tonight at 7. 
The agreement for the most part gives Expo 81 Corp 
another 120 days—until March 11, 1977-to meet the 
requirments of obtaining Presidential approval anti ob 
turning $7 million for purchase of the speedway bonds 
from the current bondholders. 


Section 9 of the agreement specifies that the city will 
get back the speedway and all improvements on the site 
except those transferred in writing by the city It is to this

In addition, older m em bers of the “ alphabet 
soup” of departm ent and agencies hav e ex panded 
their activ ities. For ex am ple, in 19 40 the D epart­ 
m ent of L a b o r a dm inis te re d 18 re g u la to ry 
program s; by 19 60 the num ber had increased to 40, 
and by 1975 it w as 134. 
In one recent y ear, 19 74, 25,000 federal regula­ 
tions w ere issued, and ev ery y ear m ore than 5,000 
fe de r a l 
r e p o r ting 
fo rm s 
a r e dis tr ib u te d. 
Com pleting these form s (not counting tax rep o rtsi 
req uires som e 130 m illion work-hours annually and 
enforcing all the gov ernm ent's regulations occupies 
som e 74.000 federal em ploy ees. 
Fortunately , there is also no q uestion but that 
m any reg ulatio ns hav e re sulte d in im m ense 
benefits for the public. 
C ar safety law s, com bined with the 55-m.p.h. 
speed lim it, a re credited with cutting highway 
deaths in half The C onsum er Product Safety Com ­ 
m ission reports that in the two y ears since child­ 
proof caps hav e been req uired on m edicine con­ 
tainers, deaths by aspirin ingestion alone am ong 
children under fiv e hav e been reduced by 48 p er 
cent. 
U nfortunately , 
how ev er, the proliferation of 
agencies and regulations, m any of which seem to 
work a t cross-purposes to each other, has fostered 
an adv ersary attitude betw een business and gov ern­ 
m ent and v arious public interest groups. 
R ealizing the need for a long ov erdue dialogue 
betw een these three v ital sectors of our society . 
A m erican M anagem ent Association (AMA), a non 
profit educatio nal organizatio n th a t conducts 
worldwide m anagem ent training program s for 
m ore than 100,000 public and priv ate ex ecutiv es an­ 
nually , is sponsoring a forum designed to bring 
together leaders from the ranks of all three sectors, 
as well as labor. 
“ The F irst National Forum on Business, G ov ern­ 
m ent and The Public Interest” will be held in 
Chicago, Dec 1-3. 
“ U nless we do som ething now to c re a te an under­ 
standing am ong the m ajor sectors inv olv ed, 
say s 
AMA president Jam es L. Hay es, “ we m ay becom e 
hopelessly enm eshed in a m aze of m isunder­ 
standings, conflicting policies and decisions which, 
instead of helping the econom y p ro sp er or 
protecting the public interest, m ay cause econom ic 
stagnation and public unrest.”

Treasury probes gun gift 


WASHINGTON - The Treasury 
Dept, is secretly inv estigating 
charges that the host of a Las Vegas 
casino presented an illegal gun to the 
official in charge of enforcing the 
federal firearms laws. 
Rex Davis, director of the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
allegedly accepted the gun in v iola­ 
tion of the laws that his agency is 
supposed to uphold. Under these 
laws, firearm s can’t be presented as 
gifts to residents of another state 
Dav is categorically denied the 
allegation. He told us that he had 
visited Las Vegas only once, had 
stay ed long enough to make a speech 
and had nev er accepted an illegal 
firearm from any one. 
The allegation against Dav is 
filtered out of a Justice Dept in­ 
v estigation of Charles Baron, the 
“greeter” at the fashionable Riv eria 
Hotel on Las Vegas’ strip 
Baron is a retired brigadier 
general, who has lived in Las Vegas 
for 20 y ears. He is known to be an 
avid gun collector. Reports reached 
Washington that he was passing out 
weapons to v isiting celebrities 
One of D a v is’ own a g e nts 
ov erheard a conv ersation indicating 
that a high A T F. official, possibly 
Davis himself, had accepted a gun 
from Baron The inv estigation ev en­ 
tually focused on Davis. Treasury of­ 
ficials told us that internal inv estiga­ 
tions usually are made into any 
charges of 
im propriety against 
Treasury officials.-A spokesman said 
the preliminary inv estigation has 
produced no ev idence that Davis 
took the illegal gift. 
Footnote: Baron did not return our 
repeated calls. 
SECRET SURVEILLANCE - In a 
memo intended for the ey es only of 


Deputy Attorney General Harold 
Ty ler, a Justice Dept, official has 
charged that the department con­ 
ducted “ improper and perhaps il­ 
le g a l” 
s u r v e illa nc e 
a t 
th e 
Republican conv ention last August. 
The official, Lee Henson, reported 
that an U-man team was assembled 
in Kansas City to keep close watch 
on “y ippies, gay s and other persons 
and groups” The “ spies” were 
drawn from the Justice Dept’s Com­ 
munity Relations Serv ice, which is 
supposed to resolv e civ il rights dis­ 
putes. 
In Henson s opinion, the spy ing 
was “ im proper and unlawful 
because it was “ unrelated to dis­ 
crim inatory practices 
He con­ 
tended that the Community Rela­ 
tions Serv ice has “ no surv eillance or 
intelligence-gathering authority .” 
Nev ertheless, the 11 civil rights of­ 
ficials were ordered into action, with 
all the drama of an undercov er mis­ 
sion 
They carried “ walkie-talkie 
radio eq uipment and were req uired 
to make hourly radio reports 
The language was straight out of 
military operations. They were is­ 
sued 
“ o r de r s .” T hey w e re 
“ disp atch ed,” 
“ detailed 
and 
“ briefed 
After a full day ’s spy ing, 
they were “ debriefed 
and “ secur­ 
ed’’ for the night 
It was a strange assignment for 
civ il rights specialists.

A J u s tic e D ept, 
spokesman told us Henson s protest 
is being rev iewed at the req uest of 
Ty ler Community Relations direc­ 
tor Ben Holman, who ov erruled Hen­ 
son’s objections to the Kansas City 
mission, denied that it was illegal.

CARTER DONNYBROOK - At 
the height of the presidential cam­ 


paign, Jimmy Carter inadv ertently 
stirred up a tempest in Great Britain 
— an old-fashioned Irish donny brook 
which was overlooked at home 
He met in Pittsburgh with Irish- 
American leaders, many of them 
dogmatically anti-British. A militant 
priest read Carter what purported to 
be a copy of the Democratic plat­ 
form on Ireland and asked whether 
he supported it. 
The platfo rm was carefully 
calculated to offend neither side. But 
the priest spiked the noncontrover- 
sial platitudes with some language of 
his own. Between two innocuous 
sentences, he inserted the words: 
"The U S. should encourage the for­ 
mation of (a) united Ireland 
These are trigger words, which 
disregard Protestant views and up­ 
hold the position of the Irish 
R ev olutionary A rm y . The un­ 
suspecting Carter, groggy from the 
grueling campaign, overlooked the 
inflammatory sentence 
The B ritish p ress, how ev er, 
focused on the q uote that Carter 
hadn’t noticed Within a few hours, 
the British and the Irish Protestants 
w ere in a ra g e . C a rte r was 
denounced 
by sev eral English 
parliam entarians, one of whom 
called him an “ irresponsible . . . 
peanut politician " 
To make m atters worse, one sen­ 
sational English paper reported that 
C a rte r had backed the Irish 
terrorists’ position while sporting a 
pro-IRA button declaring “ Britain 
Out!” In fact, a photographer had 
caught him with an anti-British but­ 
ton. But it had been pinned on him at 
a St. Patrick’s Day parade months 
earlier. He immediately snatched it 
off, but the photographer was too 
q uick for him

The election to the U.S. Senate of Dr. S I. Hay akawa. 
the spunkv professor of semantics, is an amazing 
mark in California history . That one of the Japanese des­ 
cent should win so high an office in this state is a tribhtfe 
to the man, the v oters and to the Japanese themselves, 
Not that the defeat of incumbent John V Tunney Was 
totally unex pected. He was suffering from the disease all 
too common with those in Congress. They become sd $- 
volved, and so impressed with their own importance, in 
the intrigues of Capitol politics that they forget Wtl6 
elected them and why . Tunney ’s endorsement of Prop 14 
was a clear demonstration of how far out of touch he \xa,> 
with the people at home. He was ripe for plucking. That it 
was at the hands of a Japanese shows how far the people 
of California have progressed in ov ercoming racial 
prejudice 
*•» 
Twenty y ears ago Hay akawa couldn t hav e been elected 
dogcatcher. Thirty y ears ago he would hav e been lucky to 
escape having his home burned or worse. Many Japanese 
were suffering such fate those day s. For WW II had just 
ended. So bitter had been the feeling against the “Japs 
that they had been uprooted from their homes and in­ 
carcerated in concentration camps in complete disregard 
of their constitutional rights. 
Like those of many other races and nationalities,^lie 
Japanese had been enticed to California to work in the 
fields. California has a history of recruiting people ex ­ 
periencing economic depression to perform menial jobs 
at low pay . It has been done with no thought as to the 
social implications. The Chinese were the first starting 
even before statehood had been attained. They were 
followed by the Irish, Italians, Filipinos, Blacks and Mex ­ 
icans. Each in their turn have been the v ictims of dis­ 
crimination 
it h i i^ ^ 
The Japanese who migrated to California were an un­ 
usual people. They were both intelligent and industrious 
It was these two admirable q ualities, plus their tendency 
to keep to themselv es, which led to an intensity of feeling 
against them. For it made them a cut abov e most of the 
others who had come to the state as farm laborers They 
acq uired their own farms and became highly competitive. 
The outbreak of war made it easy to turn the natural 
hatred for an enemy into a means of ridding the state of 
the economic threat to the Caucasian farm ers which tfibir 
industry and ability represented 


When they were released from the relocation camps at 
the war’s end their homecoming was bitterly resisted by 
many . This despite the fact that not one case of sabotage 
or other treason was ev er charged against any California 
Japanese. It was also despite the fact that as citizens, the 
record of the California Japanese was ex emplary . They 
were without any record of criminality . And they j^d 
gone through the depression y ears without ev er apply ing 
for welfare or other relief It was also despite the out­ 
standing war record of the Japanese Americans in the 
American armed serv ices. 
« * •• 
But they did return to California and, oblivious to the 
animosities, settled down to apply their industry and in­ 
telligence to a better life. Without making any dema nds 
and without any special legislation or other public air 
sistance, they rapidly achiev ed success in business-and 
the professions. That success is now highlighted bv 
Hay akawa’s election 


It should be noted also that the gov ernment has never 
made reparations of any kind to these people for its unjust 
treatment of them 
Even the pay ments made y eari 
afterwards for their proven direct property losses 
resulting from their uprooting were only token 
amounting to less than ten cents on the dollar

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Hear y e, hear y e . . . 
The Supreme Court of the United

refusal of some municipal hospitals 
to perform electiv e abortions and the 
denial of Medicaid money for that_ 
purpose. 
Among the civ il liberties issues 
before the court are the free speech 
rights of homosex ual employ ees who 
may be threatened with dismissal 
for adv ocating gay causes. 
The court docket includes a 
number of children’s rights cases, 
asking the justices to set legal 
guidelines for corporal punishment 
in schools, for commitment to men­ 
tal institutions and for the sale of 
nonprescription contraceptiv es

In a court dominated by males, it 
is understandable that women are 
getting their rights legally con­ 
firmed rather tardily .

There is other business before the 
court which will make this another 
significant y ear in the areas of civil 
rights, housing, jobs and busing 
School officials in Wilmington, 
Del., and Indianapolis. Ind., have 
petitioned the court to set limits on 
the busing of students between the 
suburbs and the central city . 
The court must also decide how far 
unions and companies must go in 
modify ing their seniority sy stems in 
order to correct past job discrimina­ 
tion. 
In criminal law, there is another 
series of death penalty q uestions 
pending. 


And law enforcement officials are 
asking the high court to reconsider 
and rev ise the Miranda decision. 


But most significant this session is 
the upthrust of interest in the rights 
of women. Indiv idually , many have 
been disinclined to agitate for 
“eq uality ” because they did not want 
to forfeit social adv antages. But that 
they are entitled to eq ual rights in 
any court of law not even nine men 
can deny .

DEAR DR. MILLER: I don't know whether my pigeon 
Walter, is sick or not, but he feels awfully hot. How can I 
tell if he’s running a fever? What should his temperature 
be? _ s a . 
DEAR S.A.: Walter is hot, comparatively, even when 
he’s well. His temperature should be approximately 107 6 
degrees F. (42 degrees C ). In any event, taking his 
temperature would be a job best left for an expert. 
Walter were acutely ill, his temperature could con­ 
ceivably go as high as 116.6 F. (47 C ), but even Walter 
would* wilt quickly with a temperature that high. 
DEAR DR. MILLER: If a kitten who’s had her shot 
runs into another kitten who’s sick with distemper, she 11 
be OK, won t she? — M.C. 
DEAR M.C.: If the kitten developed a good immunity to 
feline panleukopenia (distemper) as the result of the in­ 
jection she received, then sheshouldn t become ill on an\ 
subsequent exposure to a kitten sick with distemper. 
There are several factors to consider, though, before one 
cftllW safely say your particular kitten was completely 
protected. For example, was she of a proper age and con- 
dftiPJj at the time she received that injection to be able to 
respond to it properly and develop the desired immunity? 
Foflfhat matter, was the vaccine itself potent, or was it 
even designed to produce immunity with only one in- 
tAction ? Are you even completely sure that this 
shot 
she received was indeed for distemper’’ All too often, the 
statement is blithely made that the kitten (or puppy) has 
had its “ shot” (“ shots” ), and this statement is construed 
to mean the youngster is thereby completely protected. 
This can be completely erroneous — and trusting such a 
statement can prove a fatal mistake. Always determine 
the kind of vaccine given, by whom and the date it was 
given This information should then be relaved to your 
own veterinarian, who can then determine if the state­ 
ment is indeed accurate or if, in fact, additional vac­ 
cination is required for the vital protection against dis­ 
temper (and other diseases.)

DEAR DR LAMB - I am now 46 
and 10 years ago I had a thyroid 
operation. My parathyroid glands 
were also removed by mistake., 
I went through my menopause im­ 
mediately with cramping of my 
hands and legs and muscle spasms 
and also convulsions The doctor put 
me on calcium and phosphorus but 
kept increasing it until I was on 35 
pills a day which is hard to swallow 
L ate ly I have been takin g 
chewable pills which contain 7 50 
m illigram s of calcium and 580 
milligrams of phosphorus. Could you 
tell me what would be the right 
amount of these to take? 
I hadn’t had a convulsion in almost 
two years but in the last two months 
I have had three of them. I live alone 
and it is very frightening since I have 
no idea when I will have one I have 
been to five doctors and they just put 
me on more pills. I cannot drink or 
eat eggs. 
I wake up all bruised and with 
black eyes. Is there any way this can 
be controlled? 
DEAR READER — Presuming 
that you are correct in your in­ 
terpretation that the convulsions are 
secondary to low parathyroid func­ 
tion the problem should be solvable. 
The parathyroid glands, on each 


side of the thyroid gland, are 
sometimes damaged during surgery. 
This is often temporary but your 10 
year history means that the damage 
in your case is permanent. 
These tiny glands help regulate the 
level of calcium in your blood When 
they are gone or damaged the blood 
calcium fa lls. The low blood 
calcium, not the menopause, causes 
the muscle cramps, tetany and con­ 
vulsions that you have experienced 
Usually these symptoms can be con­ 
trolled if the blood calcium can be 
maintained at sufficiently high 
levels. In your case this must have 
been uncommonly difficult. 
The blood calcium is elevated by 
giving calcium and vitamin D. The

vitamin D is very important in the 
absence of parathyroid glands and it 
is given in very large doses This is 
not the kind of vitamin therapy you 
should try to regulate yourself but 
needs to be part of your treatment 
program Some doctors prefer to use 
crystalline dihydrotachysterol called 
simply A T -10 rather than vitamin D 
because it can be much more rapidly 
eliminated from the body if you get 
into trouble with too large a dose. 
Anyone who has had as much trou­ 
ble in regulation as you have had and 
who is now having convulsions that 
are not controlled should have an 
evaluation by an endrocrtnology 
clinic or specialist in endrocrinology. 
Ask your doctor to send you to the 
nearest university medical center 
endocrinology section for a more 
complete evaluation. 
I am sending you The Health Let­ 
ter number 5-12, Menopause, so you 
can see the difference between this 
condition and the one you are ex­ 
periencing. Menopause does not 
cause your symptoms. Others who 
want this issue can send 50 cents for 
it with a long, stam ped, self- 
addressed envelope.

A state court of appeals has 
sustained the legal points of a $5.1 
million award to an injured Pomona 
roofer made two years ago, but has 
sliced the award in half. 
In November of 1974 a Pomona 
Superior Court jury levied punitive 
damages of $5 million against Mut­ 


ual of Omaha, and compensatory 
damages of $126,000 making the tot­ 
al judgment $5,126,000 The award 
was described as a "runaway ver­ 
dict" at that time by lawyers for the 
insurance company who promised to 
appeal. 
They took the case to the Second 
Appellate District of the state Court 
of Appeal where three judges found 


no legal fault with the decision, but 
found that the $5 million award for 
punitive damages was "excessive." 
Still not satisfied, insurance com­ 
pany lawyers said they planned to 
appeal to the state Supreme Court. 
Claremont lawyer William M. 
Shernoff, who won the case for 
Pomonan Michael Egan two years 
ago, said he was disappointed that 


the judgement was halved but was 
pleased that the legal points had 
been sustained. 
He said he feels that heavy 
punitive dam ages are needed in 
cases where insurance companies 
try to evade paying rightful claims 
by policy holders 
The claimants

problems trying to collect, and then

Egan suffered a back injury in 
May of 1970 in a fall from a ladder.

Gilmore s girlfriend, Mrs Nicole 
Barrett, 20, of Springville, has been 
visiting him daily in the prison 
A spokesman at Utah Valley 
Hospital in Provo said the woman 
taken from the apartment was in 
critical condition of apparent drug 
overdose 
The technician at the prison, Tom 


Anguay, said Gilmore was found un­ 
conscious in his cell and medics 
"brought him back to life 
"He tried to take his own life. He 
tried to OD,” Anguay said. 
Anguay said he did not know what 
kind of drug was used 
He said Gilmore was conscious 
after treatment but said nothing 
An ambulance and a paramedic 
unit were parked at the prison gate 
and a stretcher with a person on it 
was placed in the ambulance, which 
remained at the gate for several 
minutes while someone inside was 
being treated. 


Flu vaccine shortage for children 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - R e­ 
searchers have come up with a gen 
tie swine flu vaccination lor 
children But they haven’t come up 
with enough of it. 
The government said Monday that 
enough of the children's vaccine will 
be available this winter to immunize 
four million children - about one in 
every ten 


Regular swine flu vaccine has been 
judged by government health of­ 
ficials as too likely to cause side ef­ 
fects like fever in children. 
The Public Health Service has 
recommended that to overcome the 
side effects problem, children 
receive the new vaccine in two 
doses, four weeks apart 
Only eight million doees of the vac­ 


cine for children will be available 
before February, meaning that only 
four million children can be im­ 
munised with the two-shot regimen 
There are between 40 million and 50 
million children between the ages of 
3 and 18 in the United State» 
"We would have preferred to have 
bed sufficient vaccine to offer it to 
all children, who are as suacepUbk 


to influenza as adults Fortunately, 
healthy children do not have the 
same risk of serfous complications 
as older individuals,” said Dr. 
Theodore Cooper, head of the im 
muiuzaUon program 
The Public Health Service said the 
limited quantities of vaccine for 
children 3 to 18 will be distributed on 
a par capita basts to states. 
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Condit starting time 
to remain the same

The Claremont school board has 
decided to leave the starting time for 
the prim ary grades at Condit 
Elementary School as it is, because 
traffic at Base Line Road and Moun­ 
tain Avenue is heavier at a later 
time. 
Hie board took that action Monday 
night before many parents of dif­ 
ferent schools concerned about the 
traffic problem along Base Line 
Road which is a state highway. 
Supt Richard Kirkendall recom­ 
mended that the starting time for the 
primary grades remain as it is 
because the safety of the children 
would not be improved by starting at 
a later time 
In October, the board had received 
petitions containing signatures of 66 
parents whose first and second- 
graders must cross a busy Base Line 
Road to get to school. 
The parents had suggested that for 
the greater safety of the children 
that school should start half an hour 
later. 
Kirkendall reported that a city- 


conducted traffic count on a school 
day revealed that 10 less cars cros­ 
sed the intersection between 8 and 
8:15 a.m. than between 7:45 and 8 
a.m., but that 29 more vehicles cros­ 
sed the intersection between 2 and 
2:15 p.m. than between 1:30 and 1:45 
p.m.. the present time the children 
must cross the unsignaled intersec­ 
tion. 
Kirkendall also reported that 164 
parents of first, second and third- 
graders responded to a survey on 
whether to keep the present schedule 
or to start school at a later hour. 
He said that 55 strongly agreed 
with keeping the present time, 33 
agreed, 17 had no opinion, 17 dis­ 
agreed. and 42 strongly disagreed 
Kirkendall said that he attended a 
city Traffic Safety Commission 
meeting and that Public Works 
Director Paul Cook reported that it 
would be at least a year before the 
state would install a traffic signal at 
Mountain Avenue and Base Line 
Hoad 
"The traffic problem is great, and 
must be addressed,” Kirkendall

Harold 
Goldberg wrote to his wife to say he was alive and well. 
He said a loss of nnemorv was responsible for his 
• disappearance, but that created a new mystery that re­ 
mains unsolved: Who’s the man in Goldberg's grave’’ 
«» Irene Goldberg said she had been reluctant to believe 
' her husband was dead But last April, a decomposed body 
«.pulled from the Missouri River was identified as 
Goldberg on the basis of a scar, a bent finger and missing 
teeth. 
„ With that, Mrs 
Goldberg arranged a funeral and 
»'•resigned herself to being a widow 
Early this month, her husband s letter arrived He had 
« lost his memory while driving home from a business trip 
in January 1974. be said, and was working under a new 
name at a resort in Forsyth. 135 miles away in the Ozarks. 
He said his memory had been refreshed when a visitor 
recognized him. 
Goldberg, a cook and restaurant owner, said in a 


telephone interview that just before he lost his memory 
“I got to feeling kind of sleepy. I stopped along the 
highway and went to sleep.’’ 
He said that's the last thing he remembers, except for 
vague recollections of stops in Ogden. Utah; Athens, Ga.; 
and Springfield, Mo. He said he also remembered going to 
work for Jack Crockett, operator of the Elks Club in 
Independence, Kan., and at some point adopting the name 
Harold Gordon 
When Crockett moved to Forsyth to take over a 
lakeside lodge and cafe, he took Goldberg along as his 
cook. 
“We kind of more or less adopted the old boy. Crockett 
said. He added that his three children “kind of thought the 
world erf him. ” 
Crockett described Goldberg. 67. as outgoing He said 
Goldberg once sat at a table with Susan Ford when the 
President’s daughter visited the lodge. “He sent the 
President a loaf of cinnamon bread." Crockett said. 
Crockett said a recent visitor to the lodge asked him if 


his cook’s name was Goldberg Crockett said no. but he 
later asked the cook if he was really Harold Goldberg 
The cook paused for a moment and then said, “Yes, I 
am,” Crockett recalled A short time later, Goldberg 
wrote to his wife. 
On Nov 7, Mrs. Goldberg went with friends to Forsyth 
and took Goldberg home to Sedalia 
“We re going to have to work things out and put the 
pieces together again,” Mrs. Goldberg said. 
She said Goldberg’s memory was slowly returning and 
he has been recalling bits and pieces of his life He suffers 
periods of dizziness and headaches, she said 
“Sometimes I can remember a lot of things, sometimes 
I can’t,” said Goldberg “You have a faint recollection 
that you know somebody, but you don t know where you 
met them It’s terrifying ” 
Meanwhile, the man in the grave remains a mystery 
Authorities say that because the body had deteriorated so 
much when it was found they won t even try to exhume it 
for a new identification.

EST, marks the 
highest-level conference Carter has 
undertaken in the transition penod 
Carter told a news conference 
Monday that a meeting with Kis­ 
singer and other Cabinet members 
was under consideration for wben 
the lYesident-elect makes his first 
post-election visit to Washington on 
Nov 22. 
He said be also planned to meet 
with Ford by the end of the month, 
but that a meeting with Kissinger 
would precede the Carter-Ford ses­ 
sion. 
The Carter-Kissinger meeting was 
announced both by the Carter staff 
and by White House Press Secretary 
Rpn Nessen. wbo also said the Pres 
»dent and Carter will meet next

Carter and Mondaie will be accom­

David Aaron, who is their represen­ 
tative on transition matters dealing 
with the National Security Council 
and Intelligence activities 
Carter Is beginning what he says is

WASHINGTON (AP) - U S in­ 
dustrial production slipped in 
September and October to the lowest 
point in four months, the first such 
drop since the economic recovery 
began 19 months ago 
Sustained changes in the in­ 
dustrial index are taken as key 
signals of economic shifts. However, 
the figures for only two months are 
regarded as too skimpy to show a 
clear trend 
The Federal Reserve Board report 
Monday on industrial production 
measures the output of the nation s 
factories, mines and utilities The 
drop, reflecting slower economic 
growth and some work stoppages, 
was the strongest signal yet that the 
economy might be headed down or at 
least growing more slowly than 
necessary to make a dent in the 
jobless rolls. 
It’s been two weeks since Jimmy 
Carter said that continued poor 
economic indicators would make a 
tax cut a strong possibility once be 
takes office Jan 20 The indicators 
have been poor ever since 
First, unemployment moved up a 
tenth of 1 per cent to 7.9 per cent for 
October.

Earlier in the day, Carter had 
raised for the first tune the pow 
sibility of Ux rebates (o stimulate 
the economy He mentioned the ofh

Civil rights lawyer has key post 


WASHINGTON (API - 
A young Alabama lawyer 
who has fought for the 
rights of blacks, women 
and poor people will be 
President-elect 
Jimmy 
C a r t e r s 
t r a n s i t i o n 
rep resen tativ e at the 
Justice Department. 
Joseph Levin Jr. comes 
to the Carter transition 
team af ter six years 
fighting civil rights cases 
in the courts — and win­ 
ning a victory in a major 
case involving women’s 
rights. 
Department officials say 
they have been told that 
I^vin wtll handle criminal 
justice matters involving 
the department and some 
other federal agencies dur­ 
ing the transition to the 
new administration. 
In a telephone interview. 
Levin declined to discuss 
his role until Carter of- 
ticiallv announces it But 
he did talk about his pre­ 
election work in developing 
criminal justice policies 
ior Carter 
Levin said he expects 
Carter to push quickly for a 
system of selecting federal 
judges on the basis of 
ability instead of politics. 
Levin declined to predict 
whether FBI Director 
Clarence M. Kelley will be 
asked to resign. 
He noted that Carter 
never said flatly during the 
campaign that he would 
lire Kelley, though Carter 
suggested that President 
Ford should have fired him 
lor accepting gifts from 
senior FBI officials. 
“I don't think that deci­ 
sion has been made yet,’’ 
Levin said. 
Department officials are 
doing their own guessing 
about the changes Carter 
may bring 
The most obvious will be 
changes at the top levels of 
the department and its 
various agencies. Atty. 
Gen. Edward H. Levi, 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Harold 
R. Tyler and Solicitor 
(¿eneral Robert H. Bork 
are virtually certain to go. 
The assistant attorneys 
general in charge of the 
civil rights, criminal, an­ 
titrust, tax, civil, lands, 
legislative affairs, legal 
counsel, and finance divi­ 
sions also are likely to be 
replaced. 
In all, 307 department 
officials are political ap­ 
pointees who could be 
replaced. This includes 94 


U.S. attorneys and 94 U.S. 
marshals across the coun­ 
try. About 50.000 other 
department employes are 
Civil servants 
Levin declined to discuss 
who Carter is considering 
for attorney general. The 
names mentioned in early 
speculation include Griffin 
Bell, a Georgia lawyer and 
former judge on the 5th 
U S Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals; Burke Marshall, 
head of the civil rights divi­ 
sion when Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy 
wa s 
a t t o r n e y 
general, and James Voren- 
burg, a Harvard professor 
As for the FBI director, 
the job technically is not 
political, but it is a 
presidential 
appointment 
and Kelley serves at the 
pleasure of the president. 
. Carter could not directly 
fire anyone else in the FBI 
D i s c u s s i n g 
pol icy 
changes, some department 
officials foresee a stronger 
push for enforcing civil 
rights laws, and they dis­ 
agree about whether 
investigations of white- 
collar crime and public 
corruption would be a 
major priority. 
“I would expect to see 
more willingness to push 
things like fair housing, 
said a lawyer in the civil 
rights division. “This has 
been a much-neglected 
area.’’ 
This could mean more 
g o v er n m e n t suits to 
achieve racial integration 
in the suburbs and to allow 
k>w-income bousing to be 
built in middle-class, pre­ 
dominantly white sections 
Levin acknowledged that 
his own major interest lies 
in the civil rights field, but 
he declined to predict what 
changes Carter might br­ 
ing to the enforcement of 
federal civil rights laws 
For the past four years. 
Levin has been legal direc­ 
tor and general counsel of 
the Southern Poverty Law 
Center in Montgomery He 
and Morris Dees, a well- 
known civil rights lawyer 
in the South, founded the 
center after practicing 
together as law partners 
Levin, 33. has handled 
several major civil rights 
suits, including the Froo- 
tiero case that produced a 
landmark Supreme Court 
decision for women's 
rights in 1973 He argued 
the case before the court, 
which for the first time 


said classification by sex 
was inherently suspect. 
Another 
department 
lawyer questioned whether 
the Carter administration 
will pursue criminal 
prosecutions of politicians 
charged with corruption 
This attorney suggested 
that Democratic politi­ 
cians now under Investiga- 


tion may pressure the 
Carter administration to 
back off. particularly in 
P e nns yl vani a 
where 
Carter won a narrow vic­ 
tory and the Democratic 
administrations of Gov. 
Milton 
Shapp 
and 
Philadelphia Mayor Frank 
Rizzo are under investiga­ 
tion. This lawyer also ex- 


pressed concern that 
organized labor, which 
supported Carter, might 
now pressur e him to 
squelch investigations of 
labor racketeering 
But another lawyer in­ 
volved in corruption in­ 
vestigations said: “No, we! 
have no concern about that

typical cardiac pain; 
nausea with pain and con­ 
tinued pain after admis­ 
sion. 
If doctors determine that 
a patient is at risk of a 
heart attack Schroeder 
said, they can take 
“ aggressive preventive 
measures” such as using 
powerful drugs to stave off 
the attack or least* reduce 
tissue damage. 
The indicators also give 
doctors a way to determine 
what level of care a patient 
should get, the researchers 
said. A patient with chest 
pain may need only 
minimal care, perhaps at 


less expense. If It is de­ 
termined he probably 
won’t have a heart attack. 
The researchers used 
statistical analysis to es­ 
timate three types of risk 
groups using 132 patients. 
Of 60 patients put in the 
lowest risk group, none 
later had a heart attack. Of 


another 60 placed in the 
medium risk group, 18 had 
attacks within four to 78 
hours after being ad­ 
mitted.

Juvenile justice reform costs irk supervisors

Juvenile justice reform sounds like 
a good idea — until it is discovered 
somebody has to pay for it. 
San Bernardino County supervis­ 
ors clearly were unhappy Monday 
when they were told the costs of 
implementing the state’s new juve­ 
nile justice reform bill (AB 3121) in 
the county would run about $200,000 a 
vear. 
"I’m flabbergasted at the propo­ 
sed costs,” said Supervisor James 
Mayfield of Apple Valley 
Mayfield suggested either cutting 
back other programs in the county’s 
Law and Justice Agency or taking 


legal action against the state “to pay 
for this.” 
Dennis Hansberger, board chair­ 
man, agreed with the idea of suing 
the state, based on recent tax 
reform laws. 
“ How can we go to the taxpayers 
and ask them to pay for this without 
asking the state first? 
Mayfield not­ 
ed. 
The supervisors agreed to post­ 
pone approval of requested person­ 
nel additions until Nov. 22. They did 
authorize the filing of a grant 
application with state Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning, through 
a regional three-county agency 
Officials said about $203,000 is 


available for three counties (San 
Bernardino. Riverside and Imper­ 
ial) and San Bernardino County 
would be fortunate to receive 
$100,000 of it. 


The juvenile justice reform bill 
places a greater burden on the proba­ 
tion department and district attor­ 
ney in handling juvenile cases. 


Bernard Bor ess, the Law and Jus­ 
tice Agency administrator, told the 
supervisors that five additional 
probation officers and one probation 
clerk would be necesary, at a cost of 
$113,000 a year.

Other departments such as Super­ 
ior Court, public defender, Juvenile 
Court, and Sheriff all will experi 
ence increased paperwork and other 
problems, but additional staffing or 
funding were not requested for them, 
Boress said. 
Purpose of the new law, which 
takes effect Jan 1, is “to protect the 


public from criminal conduct by 
minors and to impose on the minor a 
sense of responsibility for his own 
acts." 
A key section separates criminal 
offenders and runaways or incorri­ 
gibles. Juvenile hall facilities will be 
used only for the offenders, not for 
runaways. 
When court action is necessary, 
juveniles arrested 
for criminal 
offenses will be handled by the dist­ 
rict attorney's office, and runaways 
by probation officers. 
Serious juvenile offenders will be 
held at Juvenile Hall if it is a matter 
of “reasonable necessity.” If an 
offender is released to his parents, a 


new “home supervision 
program 
will be conducted by probation offi­ 
cers. 
Under existing law, if a minor is 
not detained, he is released from 
custody. There is no “supervision” 
required. 
Kenneth Ziebarth, presiding Judge 
of Juvenile Court, stressed the 
importance of the supervision prog­ 
ram. “ Now we have two choices — 
either detain a youngster or release 
him. The thrust of this legislation is 
putting kids under ‘house arrest’. 
Probation officers can check to see 
they will not associate with fellow 
gang members or the like, before 
coming up for a hearing."

Upland city employes are voting 
today on whether to strike in the 
wake of the Upland City Council s 
rejection of their wage demands 
Monday. 
While police and fire department 
and management personnel agreed 
to the five per cent wage increases 
offered by the c ity , the m is­ 
c e lla n e o u s 
e m p lo y e s 
u n it, 
representing 
about 
80 workers, 
rejected the offer. 
In spite of five negotiating sessions 
in the past month between employes 
r e p r e s e n te d by th e S e r v ic e 
E m ployes International 
Union. 
Local 660. AFL-CIO, and city ad­ 
ministration, an impasse remains 
The em p lo y es started their 
negotiations with requests for a flat 
pay increase for all workers involved 
but the latest offer is for a 6.8 across- 
the-board increase effective July 1, 
1976 plus a cost of living increase in 
January. 
The council members went into an 
executive session late Monday night 
Upon returning to the council 
chambers. Mayor George Gibson an 
nounced that, in view of the city’s 
financial 
condition, 
the council 


authorized a five per cent pay raise. 


“We can't protect the employes 
from inflation any more than we can 
protect the city,” Gibson said 
Gibson’s announcement was met 
with a speedy exodus by some 40 
employes, led by John Adams, union 
representative 
Earlier in the evening, Adams 
lashed out at the city administration 
for what he termed unfair com­ 
parisons of job classification s 
between similar positions m Upland 
and surrounding cities. 
Adams called the classification 
study “ the worse I've ever had the 
misfortune to review in all my years 
in the field 
“ We will not return to the bargain 
table to have our em ployes in­ 
sulted," Adams said "We want the 
city to involve a mediator. Passing a 
resolution will not solve the problem 
and the employes will not discuss the 
issues until a fair solution is of­ 
fered " 
Gibson responded “I take it that 
Mr. Adams feels we should not pass 
this resolution ” 
The mayor then announced the ex­ 
ecutive session at the conclusion of 
the council meeting, 


City employes agreed last spring 
to postpone salary negotiations until 
the fall when the city would have a 
clearer picture of its financial posi­ 
tion 
The three units involved-safety 
personnel, management and mis­ 
c e lla n e o u s 
e m p lo y e s —e a c h 
bargained separately with the city 
for salary and other benefits 
All 
salaries are retroactive until July 1. 
1976 
Upland Police Officers’ Associa­ 
tion and the Firefighters Unit, along 
with 
the management personnel, 
agreed to five per cent increase 
earlier this month. 
At the first negotiating session on 
Oct. 12, representatives of the mis­ 
cellaneous employes’ group asked 
for an across-the-board salary in­ 
crease of $90 per month, to take ef­ 
fect for six months starling Jan. 1. 
Upland’s administrators rejected 
this offer, saying it would distort the 
salary classification structure and 
provide disproportionately higher in­ 
creases for those at the lower end of 
the salary scale 
After several bargaining sessions, 
the across-the-board proposal was 
dropped for the 6 8 per cent increase 
plus the coat of living adjustment.

Ontario council to consider amended Expo agreement

The Ontario Motor Speedway executive board added a 
requirement for Bureau of International Exposition ap­ 
proval of a class one fair before accepting an extension of 
the agreement with Expo 81 Corp Monday. 
The board added the extra provision to an amended 
agreement drafted by Ontario City Attorney Sam Crowe 
as a precautionary measure against a “ Mickey Mouse 
fair at OMS. The board also pointed out that it had no 
objections to the City Council adding language calling for 
assets of Expo 81 Corp to go to the City of Ontario upon 
dissolution of the non-profit corporation after revenue 
bonds and closing costs have been satisfied 
The council will consider the amended agreement for a 
120-day extension for final action tonight at 7. 
The agreement for the most part gives Expo 81 Corp 
another 120 days—until March 11, 1977-to meet the 
requirments of obtaining Presidential approval and ob 
taimng $7 million for purchase of the speedway bonds 
from the current bondholders. 


Section 9 of the agreement specifies that the city will 
get back the speedway and all improvements on the site 
except those transferred in writing by the city It is to this 
section that the council, on the suggestion of Mavor Paul 
Treadway, may add language that would call for distribu­ 
tion of assets to the city after costs 
Crowe warned that the Expo 81 Corp board would have 
to agree to such a provision because “ it cannot be done by 
us unilaterally.” He saw no problem with the Securities 
Exchange Commission which is considering the Expo 81 
application for sale of the bonds 
Bob Jensen opposed any addition of such a provision by 
the OMS board, saying the city should have that respon­ 
sibility.

The OMS board also agreed to add an extra paragraph 
pertaining to failure to obtain BIE sanction ol a class one 
fair under reasons for termination of the agreement 
Frank Colelta insisted on the BIE sanction and got im- 
mediate concurrence from board president George Mim

Thoughts 


“ The business of Am erica is business,” said 
Calvin Coolidge back in 1925 Today, many would 
revise that to say, “ The business of Am erica is 
complying with government regulations. 
There is no question but that the chore of meeting 
the requirements of and filing reports with the 
federal government’s lengthening list of regulatory 
agencies has become a m ajor business of Am erican 
businesses, large and sm all. 
The first federal regulatory body was the Inter­ 
state Commerce Com m ission, established by 
Congress in 1887 to regulate the railroads. Later the 
ICC took on the job of regulating motor carriers as 
well. 
As the nation s modem industrial economy 
developed in the 20th century, other agencies were 
created. Chief among these were the Federal Trade 
Commission (1914), Federal Power Commission 
(1930), Federal Com m unications Com mission 
(1934), Securities Exchange Commission (1934) and 
the C ivil Aeronautics Board (1940). 
Regulatory powers were also conferred upon 
departments in the executive branch, and much of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt s New Deal program in the 
1930s was carried out through such departments. 
Throughout the same period, a com parable 
development took place in state and local govern­ 
ments. 
During the last decade or so, in response to newly 
perceived needs, we have seen the creation of the 
Occupational Safety and Health Adm inistration, 
Environm ental Protection Agency. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. Equal Em ploym ent 
Opportunity Commission, 
Mining Enforcem ent 
Safety Commission and Federal Energy Research 
and Development Adm inistration, to name a few 
In addition, older members of the “ alphabet 
soup” of department and agencies have expanded 
their activities. For example, in 1940 the Depart­ 
ment of Labor adm inistered 18 regulatory 
programs; by 1960 the number had increased to 40. 
and by 1975 it was 134. 
In one recent year, 1974, 25.000 federal regula­ 
tions were issued, and every year more than 5,000 
fed eral rep o rtin g form s are d istrib u te d . 
Completing these forms (not counting tax reports) 
requires some 130 m illion work-hour* annually and 
enforcing all the government’s regulations occupies 
some 74.000 federal employees. 
Fortunately, there is also no question but that 
many regulations have resulted in immense 
benefits for the public. 
Car safety laws, combined with the 55-m.p.h. 
speed lim it, are credited with cutting highway 
deaths in half The Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission reports that in the two years since child 
proof caps have been required on medicine con­ 
tainers, deaths by aspirin ingestion alone among 
children under five have been reduced by 48 per 
cent 
Unfortunately, however, the proliferation of 
agencies and regulations, many of which seem to 
work at cross-purposes to each other, has fostered 
an adversary attitude between business and govern 
ment and various public interest groups 
Realizing the need for a long overdue dialogue 
between these three vital sectors of our society. 
American Management Association (A M A ), a non 
profit educational organization that conducts 
worldwide management training programs for 
more than 100,000 public and private executives an 
nually, is sponsoring a forum designed to bring 
together leaders from the ranks of all three sectors, 
as w ell as labor. 
“ The First National Forum on Business, Govern­ 
ment and The Public Interest” w ill be held in 
Chicago, Dec. 1-3. 
“ Unless we do something now to create an under­ 
standing among the major sectors involved,' says 
AMA president Jam es L Hayes, “ we may become 
hopelessly enmeshed in a maze of misunder­ 
standings, conflicting policies and decisions which, 
instead of helping the economy prosper or 
protecting the public interest, may cause economic 
stagnation and public unrest ”

Treasury probes gun gift

WASHINGTON - The Treasury 
Dept, is secretly investigating 
charges that the host of a Las Vegas 
casino presented an illegal gun to the 
official in charge of enforcing the 
federal firearms laws 
Rex Davis, director of the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
allegedly accepted the gun in viola­ 
tion of the laws that his agency is 
supposed to uphold. Under these 
laws, firearms can t be presented as 
gifts to residents of another state 
Davis categorically denied the 
allegation. He told us that he had 
visited Las Vegas only once, had 
stayed long enough to make a speech 
and had never accepted an illegal 
firearm from anyone 
The allegation against Davis 
filtered out of a Justice Dept, in­ 
vestigation of Charles Baron, the 
“ greeter ’ at the fashionable Riveria 
Hotel on Las Vegas' strip. 
Baron is a retired brigadier 
general, who has lived in Las Vegas 
tor 30 years He is known to be an 
avid gun collector. Reports reached 
Washington that he was passing out 
weapons to visiting celebrities 
One of Davis' own agents 
overheard a conversation indicating 
that a high A T T . official, possibly 
Davis himself, had accepted a gun 
from Baron The investigation even 
tually focused on Davis Treasury of­ 
ficials told us that internal investiga­ 
tions usually are made into any 
charges of impropriety against 
Treasury officials.* A spokesman said 
the preliminary investigation has 
produced no evidence that Davis 
took the illegal gift. 
Footnote. Baron did not return our 
repeated calls 
SECRET SURVEILLAN CE - In a 
memo intended for the eyes only of 


Deputy Attorney General Harold 
Tyler, a Justice Dept, official has 
charged that the department con­ 
ducted “ improper and perhaps il­ 
leg a l” 
surveillan ce at the 
Republican convention last August. 
The official. Lee Henson, reported 
that an 11-man team was assembled 
in Kansas City to keep close watch 
on “ yippies, gays and other persons 
and groups ” The “ spies" were 
drawn from the Justice Dept s Com­ 
munity Relations Service, which is 
supposed to resolve civil rights dis­ 
putes 
In Henson's opinion, the spying 
was “ improper and unlawful 
because it was “ unrelated to dis­ 
crim inatory practices “ He con­ 
tended that the Community Rela­ 
tions Service has “ no surveillance or 
intelligence-gathering authority 
Nevertheless, the 11 civil rights of­ 
ficials were ordered into action, with 
all the draina of an undercover mis­ 
sion. They carried “ walkie-talkie 
radio equipment and were required 
to make hourly radio reports 
The language was straight out of 
military operations. They were is­ 
sued 
“o rd ers.” They were 
“ dispatched,” 
“ detailed 
and 
“ briefed ” After a full day's spying, 
they were “ debriefed 
and 
secur­ 
ed" lor the night 
It was a strange assignment for 
civil rights specialists 
Footnote: 
A Justice Dept 
spokesman told us Henson's protest 
is being reviewed at the request of 
Tyler Community Relations direc­ 
tor Ben Holman, who overruled Hen­ 
son’s objections to the Kansas City 
mission, denied that it was illegal.

parliamentarians, one of whom 
called him an "irresponsible . . . 
peanut politician ’ 
To make matters worse, one sen­ 
sational English paper reported that 
Carter had backed the Irish 
terrorists position while sporting a 
pro-IRA button declaring “ Britain 
Out!" In fad. a photographer had 
caught him with an anti-British but­ 
ton But it had been pinned on him at 
a St Patrick's Day parade months 
earlier. He immediately snatched it 
off, but the photographer was too 
quick for him

Twenty years ago Hayakawa couldn t have been elected 
dogcatcher Thirty years ago he would have been lucky to 
escape having his home burned or worse. Many Japanese 
were suffering such fate those days. For WW II had just 
ended. So bitter had been the feeling against the "Japs 
that they had been uprooted from their homes and in­ 
carcerated in concentration camps m complete »lisregard 
of their constitutional rights. 
Like those of many other races and nationalities, pie 
Japanese had been enticed to California to work in the 
fields California has a history of recruiting people ex­ 
periencing economic depression to perform menial jobs 
at low pay. It has been done with no thought as to the 
social implications. The Chinese were the first starting 
even before statehood had been attained. They w»£* 
followed by the Irish, Italians, Filipinos. Blacks and Mex 
leans Each in their turn have been the victims of dis­ 
crimination 
The Japanese who migrated to California were an un­ 
usual people. They were both intelligent and industrious. 
It was these two admirable qualities, plus their tendency 
to keep to themselves, which led to an intensity of feeling 
against them For it made them a cut above most of the 
others who had come to the state as farm laborers They 
acquired their own farms and became highly competitive. 
The outbreak of war made it easy to turn the natural 
hatred for an enemy into a means of ridding the state of 
the economic threat to the Caucasian farmers which thrir 
industry and ability represented 


When they were released from the relocation camps at 
the war’s end their homecoming was bitterly resisted by 
many. This despite the fact that not one case of sabotaiF 
or other treason was ever charged against any Californi a 
Japanese It was also despite the fact that as citizens, we 
record of the California Japanese was exemplary. They 
were without any record of crim inality And they h«*d 
gone through the depression years without ever applyu’^ 
for welfare or other relief It was also despite the out­ 
standing war record of the Japanese Americans in the 
American armed services 
But they did return to California and, oblivious to the 
animosities, settled down to apply their industry 
telligence to a better life Without making any demands 
and without any special legislation or other 
sistance, they rapidly achieved success in buainess-ani 
the professions That success is now highlighted bv 
Hayakawa’s election. 
It should be noted also that the government has nevtt 
made reparations of any kind to these people for it» unju 
treatment of them Even the payments made yeuiA 
afterwards for their proven direct property to*®*"' 
resulting from their uprooting were only token 
amounting to less than ten cents on the dollar.

It 
Walter were acutely ill. his temperature could con­ 
ceivably go as high as 118.6 F. (47 C.), but even Walter 
would* wilt quickly with a temperature that high. 
p EA R DR. M ILLER : If a kitten who’s had her shot 
runs into another kitten who’s sick with distemper, she 11 
be OK, won t she? — M C. 
D EAR M .C.: If the kitten developed a good immunity to 
feliqe panleukopenia (distemper) as the result of the in 
jection she received, then she shouldn t become ill on any 
subsequent exposure to a kitten sick with distemper 
There are several factors to consider, though, before one 
eqjjld safely say your particular kitten was completely 
protected. For example, was she of a proper age and con- 
dttiPD at the time she received that injection to be able to 
respond to it properly and develop the desired immunity? 
For” that matter, was the vaccine itself potent or was it 
even designed to produce immunity with only one in­ 
fection? Are you even completely sure that this ‘ shot 
she received was indeed for distemper” All too often, the 
statement is blithely made that the kitten (or puppy ) has 
had its “ shot" (“ shots” ), and this statement is construed 
to mean the youngster is thereby completely protected. 
This can be completely erroneous — and trusting such a 
statement can prove a fatal mistake. Always determine 
the* kind of vaccine given, by whom and the date it was 
given This information should then be relaved to your 
own veterinarian, who can then determine it the state­ 
ment is indeed accurate or if. in fact, additional vac­ 
cination is required for the vital protection against dis­ 
temper (and other diseases )

My parathyroid glands 
were also removed by mistake., 
I went through my menopause im­ 
m ediately with cramping of my 
hands and legs and muscle spasms 
and also convulsions The doctor put 
me on calcium and phosphorus but 
kept increasing it until I was on 35 
pills a day which is hard to swallow 
L a te ly I have been taking 
chewable pills which contain 750 
m illigram s of calcium and 580 
m illigrams of phosphorus Could you 
tell me what would be the right 
amount of these to take” 
I hadn’t had a convulsion in almost 
two years but in the last two months 
I have had three of them I live alone 
and it is very frightening since 1 have 
no idea when 1 w ill have one 1 have 
been to five doctors and they just put 
me on more pills. I cannot drink or 
eat eggs 
I wake up all bruised and with 
black eyes Is there any way this can 
be controlled? 
DEAR R EA D ER - 1 Resuming 
that you are correct in your in­ 
terpretation that the convulsions are 
secondary to low parathyroid func­ 
tion the problem should be solvable 
The parathyroid glands, on aach 


side of the thyroid gland, are 
sometimes damaged during surgery 
This is often temporary but your 10 
year history means that the damage 
in your case is permanent 
These tiny glands help regulate the 
level of calcium in your blood When 
they are gone or damaged the blood 
calcium falls. The low blood 
calcium, not the menopause, causes 
the muscle cramps, tetany and con­ 
vulsions that you have experienced 
Usually these symptoms can be con­ 
trolled if the blood calcium can be 
maintained at sufficiently 
high 
levels in your case this must have 
been uncommonly difficult. 
The blood calcium is elevated by 
giving calcium and vitamin D The

vitamin D is very important in the 
absence of parathyroid glands and it 
is given in very large doses 1 his is 
not the kind of vitamin therapy you 
should try to regulate yourself but 
needs to be part of your treatment 
program Some doctors prefer to use 
crystalline dihydrotachysterol called 
simply A T -10 rather than vitamin D 
because it can be much more rapidly 
eliminated from the body if you get 
into trouble with too large a dose 
Anyone who has had as much trou 
ble in regulation as you have had and 
who is now having convulsions that 
are not controlled should have an 
evaluation by an endrocnnulogy 
clinic or specialist in endroennology 
Ask your doctor to send you to the 
nearest university medical center 
endocrinology section for a more 
complete evaluation

With the season nearly a 
month old, NBA teams are 
showing a tendency to 
behave in a remarkably in­ 
hospitable fashion, pulling 
the welcome mat out from 
under their guests with 
striking consistency 
Of a total of 129 games 
played to date, the home 
team has come out on top 
in 92 of them—a solid 713 
winning percentage That 
is a significant increase 
over the .656 winning mark 
for home teams in the NBA 
last season. 
By comparison. National 
Football League home 
teams had compiled a 71-54 
record prior to this 
weekend, a .568 percen­ 
tage. And National Hock­ 
ey League home teams 
have won just 82 of 160 
games, a .512 percentage 
Even eliminating the 25 
ties—not really necessary, 
since most hockey coaches 
consider a tie on the road 
to be a big plus—NHL 
home teams have just a 
.607 winning percentage. 
Of the 22 NBA teams, 
only two have losing 
records at home—the 
Chicago Bulls, 2-4. and 
Milwaukee Bucks, 3-5. 
Those, however, are the 
two losingest teams in the 
league, and both are 
winless on the road 
Among the most succes­ 
sful NBA home teams are 
Seattle and Portland, 7-0, 
and Cleveland and Denver,

home teams this season? 
There are two d if­ 
ferences in the league : the 
addition of four teams 
from the American Bas­ 
ketball Association, and 
the adoption of a balanced

The four ex-ABA teams 
have a combined 17-5 home 
record, a .773 percentage 
which is slightly above the 
league average.

The balanced schedule, 
instead of last year’s slate 
which had teams playing 
more games against teams 
within their own division, 
means more long trips.
